This ie did, meeting with abnormally 
heavy seas. About. 4.30.on.the 11th 60 
miles S.E. of Hongkong he sighted o 
smal] fishing boat, which was obviously 
very near to destruction, Ho could not 
lower any boats to take the crew. off be- 
cause of the high. seas running at the 
time, which would soon have rendered the 
plight of the reseuérs worse than that of 


., the fishermen.

days before their rescue, for the fishing

casion they had taken their hau! of fish 
and “were preparing to. leave fon~ the

Usually these fisher-folk possess almost 
a sixth sense for dirty weather, but. on 
this occasion the typhoon came with such 
suddenness thatit gave thém no ‘time to 
make for the ‘island. _ e ‘ 

They fought it as long as they could, 
but the tiny, engine was-unable to make 
headway against the tremendous . seas, 
and eventually they ran out of petrol and 
were left to the mercy of the wind and 
zen.

For three days they ran before. thé 
storm spending. most of the time without’ 
either food or water, and when’ they had 


‘given themselves up_aa lost, they sighted 


the Awangchow and were rescued. | 
When interviewed-by the Straits Times 
representative, Capt. Milne expressed the 
opinion that the boat could not‘have re- 
mained afloat much. longer,.and he was 
certain that it cojild not have lived 
through the night.

' After more than six : months’ captivity, 
the master and crew of a Hongkong’ trad- 


‘ing junk have Been: released by the pirates 


into whose bands they fell, after payment 
to them of $130. 


In his report to the police, the master’ 


states that while anchored at Kongmoon 
on April Ith last, his junk was attacked 
by 16 robbers, who came alongside In a 
launch. 


The raiders were oe with rifles, and 
they ordered the master, his wife, and 
crew Of eighteen (twelve men and six 
women) into the hold, over which they 
nailed down the hatch cover. 


The junk was taken in tow to an 
unknown village in the Heungshan dis- 


trict, where they arrived on April 17th. , |, 


The master and his entire crew were 
then imprisoned in a cave under an 
armed guard, and were told to write to 


their relatives for ransom money. The |- 


master wrote to his uncle, and in com- 
pliance with the pirates’ demands re- 
quested that the sum of: $450 should ‘be 
sent, poner 2 

The ransom was paid over on October 
12th, and the master and crew were re- 
leased, They came by fishing boat’ to 
Macao. 

The crew remained in Macao, but the 
master returned to Hongkong and report- 
ed to the police.’ He values his stolen 


junk’at over 85,000, and the arms taken’ 


(the junk was. swell supplied with arms) 
at about $900.

ed, the apparent reason being that rails 
had been deliberately taken from the 
tracks, The driver of the engine and the 
fireman were both injured, but’ all the 
Passengers escaped severe injury, only 
a few getting’ minor scratches and 
bruises. - 
The report of the matter was wired to 
Shanghai ond a train carrying a wreck- 
ing crew was:despatched. from Woosung 
to clear the wreck and repair the line. 
While this train. was proceeding from 
a Woosung to Shanghai‘ at about 3.50 a.m. 
it, was likewise derailed, but there was 
no serious damage, done and ne caaual- 
ties. On examination, it was found that 
the pulling of rails from the tracks had 

also been the cause of this accident. 
By 11 asm, the break in the Woosung | 
line had been repaired and normal traffic:
